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Woman injured in 
club out of hospital 



A WOMAN seriously injured in the 
crushing incident at Lava & Ignite in 
Northampton has now been released 
from hospital. 

The 21-year-old woman from London was re¬ 
leased from Northampton General Hospital on 
Tuesday, while a 19-year-old woman, also from 
London, remains in a ‘critical’ condition in hos¬ 
pital in Leicester. 

The club, which has been closed since the trag¬ 
ic death of University of Northampton student, 
Nabila Nanfuka, aged 22, in the early hours of 
last Wednesday morning, was due to be handed 
back to the owners yesterday after the conclusion 
of forensic investigations. 

The owners, Luminar Entertainment, this 
week insisted no decisions have been made about 
the future of the St Peter’s Way venue. 

The club remains closed though, having had 
its licence suspended pending a full review by 
Northampton Borough Council. 

A spokesman said: “All the focus of the whole 
team at Luminar is on helping the police with 
their investigation. 

“We haven’t even talked about when we might 
re-open the club. It’s not on our agenda yet. We’re 
focused on helping the police as much as we can. 

“We haven’t discussed a re-opening date or 
anything like that.” 

It also emerged police were still sifting through 
a large number of items left in the club’s cloak¬ 
room, including coats, bags and personal docu¬ 
ments. 

Police are expected to release details about 
how those clubgoers who have personal items 
still inside the club, can get their belongings back 
within the next few days. 

A force spokesman said: “We will release de¬ 
tails of how members of the public can recover 
any property left in Lava & Ignite once the search 


is completed and we have identified whether the 
property is of evidential value or otherwise. 

“This is likely to be at the end of this week or 
early next week.” 


An inquest is due to officially open today fol¬ 
lowing Miss Nanfuka’s death. She was a leisure 
and tourism student at The University of North¬ 
ampton from north London.

OAP found 
war grenade 
in clear-out 


A PENSIONER clearing out 
a bam at a house in a quiet 
Northamptonshire village 
made a shocking discov¬ 
ery...a World War Two hand 
grenade. 

Brin Davies, aged 72, of Preston 
Deanery Road in Quinton, North¬ 
ampton, found the live grenade 
while he was clearing out the 
house he is staying in. 

The owner of the house, 85-year- 
old Nancy O’Neill, died a fortnight 
ago and a group of her friends 
were clearing out her belongings 
from the house, garage and barn. 

Mr Davies said he found the 
grenade when he was clearing a 
shelf in the barn, and added: “I 
was shocked when I realised what 
it was. It’s not something you see 
every day 

“It’s quite frightening to think it 
could have gone off. Nobody even 
knew it was there.” 

Mr Davies said he didn’t think 
Mrs O’Neill knew about the gre¬ 
nade and said her husband Robert, 


who died seven years ago, was in 
the Navy and may have brought it 
home as a souvenir. 

John Mobley, aged 72, who lives 
on the street, carried the grenade 
from the barn to the bottom of 
the garden. He said: “I didn’t even 
think about what I was doing at 
the time. I just wanted to put it a 
safe distance away from the house. 
Thinking about it now it could 
have gone off.” 

He added: “I think if Nancy had 
known it was there she would have 
had kittens. 

“It’s a real piece of history for 
the area. It’s not something you 
expect to see in a quiet little vil¬ 
lage like this.” 

The bomb disposal team carried 
out a controlled explosion in the 
garden of the house to detonate 
the grenade. 

Captain Ben Moorhouse from 
the bomb disposal team said: 
“These types of grenades are com¬ 
mon and easily taken home by 
World War Two veterans as souve¬ 
nirs.” 


Widow in plea for 
return of bicycle 


A WIDOW has offered 
to reimburse anyone 
who has unwittingly 
bought a bicycle that 
holds special memo¬ 
ries of her deceased 
husband. 

Marcelle Brown 
had briefly parked her distinc¬ 
tive Orbit tourer bicycle outside 
St Gregory’s Roman Catholic 
Church in Park Avenue North 
on September 28 while she sort¬ 
ed out details for the funeral of 
her husband, John, the follow¬ 
ing day. 

But an opportunist thief took 



the bike and the sad¬ 
dlebag which was full 
of her husband’s pa¬ 
pers. 

She said afterwards 
she and her beloved 
husband had ridden 
together in places 
across the world and she was 
desperate to get the bike back. 

Police have arrested a suspect 
in connection with the theft but 
have yet to recover the bicycle, 
which may have been modified.

Day centre is 
saved, but only 
temporarily 


A DAY centre in Northampton for 
people with neurological conditions 
will remain open until at least next 
year after a U-turn by NHS bosses, 
following a passionate campaign by 
disabled people and carers. 

Northamptonshire Healthcare NHS Foun¬ 
dation Trust issued a statement on the day 
centre at Favell House, in Kettering Road, 
which health bosses had said would close at 
the end of November. 

The statement said: “We are pleased to be 
able to support the people who use the Favell 
House day service in seeking a longer term so¬ 
lution that will enable their needs to be met. 

“As yet we do not have the answers but are 
positive that by working with users, carers 
and staff over the coming weeks, exploring 
options including developing charitable sta¬ 
tus, a successful future can be achieved.” 

It is believed the centre has been given a 
reprieve until at least January 2012 with an 
extension dependent on finding a source of 
funding. 

Hilary Gill, a user of Favell House who has 


multiple sclerosis, said she was buoyed by 
the decision: “It’s a start and it has given us 
breathing space. We all feel a bit relieved for 
the moment. 

“I know this is not the answer we wanted as 
we wanted it saved permanently but it’s hope¬ 
ful news. 

“It gives us more time to fight.” 

The day centre provides what carers have 
described as a “vital lifeline” for people with 
neurological conditions. 

Patients had received letters two weeks ago 
telling them the decision had been taken to 
close the centre on November 30. 

A review of the whole Favell House site, 
including the respite facility for longer-term 
breaks, will still take place, and NHS North¬ 
amptonshire have promised a consultation. 

Michael Ellis, MP for Northampton North¬ 
ampton North, suggested a charitable fund¬ 
ing model was the best route to secure its 
long-term future. 

Mr Ellis, who has been asked by Eric Pick¬ 
les, secretary of state for communities, to 
compile a report on the potential closure, said: 
“This is good news but the fight goes on.”

New homes 
decision a 
'travesty' 


A DECISION to back plans to 
build more than 1,000 new 
houses on the edge of North¬ 
ampton has been labelled "a 
travesty" by a senior council¬ 
lor. 

Members of Daventry District 
Councirs planning committee 
backed proposals to build 1,050 
houses in Buckton Fields, White- 
hills, despite turning down the same 
application three months ago. 

Speaking after the meeting, the 
former chairman of Northampton¬ 
shire County Council, Councillor 
Judith Shephard (Con, Moulton ), 
who represents the area where the 
homes will be built, said: “This is a 
travesty. It will be to the detriment 
of people who live in the area for 
years to come.” 

She also pledged to lobby her col¬ 
leagues on the county council to not 
to sell the two-thirds of the Buck- 
ton Fields site the authority owns, 


adding: “I’ll be lobbying the county 
council and I don’t think we’ve 
heard the last of this yet.” 

As well as 1,050 houses, the Buck- 
ton Fields scheme would see a pri¬ 
mary school, shops, a doctors, a care 
home, a park and ride and business 
units built on the currently open 
land near the Windhover pub in 
Brampton Lane. 

The developers would also pay 
£2,800 per house towards the crea¬ 
tion of a north-west bypass for 
Northampton and more than £1 mil¬ 
lion towards road improvements in 
Kingsthorpe. 

Councillors were told refusing 
the development because of traffic 
fears or the impact the development 
could have on the surrounding area 
was ‘unsustainable’ and warned 
if the developers won an appeal 
against the decision, the council 
could face costs “in six figures”. 

The committee voted eight to 
three in favour. 


Police welcome ten 
per cent crime drop 


CRIME in Northamptonshire fell 
by almost 10 per cent in the 12 
months leading up to June this 
year, new figures have revealed. 

The British Crime Survey pub¬ 
lished the latest year-on-year 
crime statistics, revealing the 
county had enjoyed the fourth 
biggest drop in crime across the 
country. 

The data also revealed that 
public confidence in how the 
force dealt with local concerns 
increased from 53.5 per cent to 
55.3 per cent. 

Assistant Chief Constable 
Martin Jelley said: “The inde¬ 


pendent British Crime Survey 
shows that nationally crime 
levels remain steady and it also 
shows an increase in those peo¬ 
ple who believe the police in 
their local area are doing a good 
or excellent job. In Northamp¬ 
tonshire, we have recorded sig¬ 
nificant falls in crime in succes¬ 
sive years and have bucked the 
national trend in that robberies 
have reduced county wide. 

“It is heartening to see that 
our confidence rating with the 
public continues to move in the 
right direction but we know 
there is more to do.” 


Cannabis 
plants found 

POLICE seized cannabis 
plants worth more than 
£100,000 after raiding 
an address in Mayfield 
Road, Abington, last 
Thursday. Officers, 
working as part of 
Operation Guardian, 
seized 500 plants, of 
which around 400 were 
mature. A 38-year-old 
Vietnamese national 
was arrested at the 
address on suspicion 
of drugs offences and 
is being held in police 
custody. A 22-year-old 
man was also arrested 
in The Oaks, Grange 
Park, in connection 
with burglary.

PROPOSALS which 
could see five sports 
facilities in Daventry 
bulldozed have been 
backed by councillors. 
The district council 
agreed pavilions at

£40m spent 
on brewery 
expansion 


THE UK chief executive of 
Carlsberg unveiled a plaque 
to officially open a £40 mil¬ 
lion redevelopment of the 
Northampton brewery. 

Dr Isaac Sheps was at the Bridge 
Street site to celebrate the formal 
opening of the refurbished beer 
factory which has expanded annu¬ 
al brewing capacity by more than 
a quarter, creating 20 new jobs. 

The redevelopment has in¬ 
cluded the introduction of state- 
of-the-art technology and equip¬ 
ment which has streamlined the 
production process, including a 
single control room managing the 
brewing, fermenting and filtra¬ 
tion processes. 

Dr Sheps said: “I think this is 
a big event for us as it is very im¬ 
portant to finish this part of the 
project. 

“The building work has been 
described as ‘open heart surgery’ 
for the brewery as it will enable us 


to provide the capacity we need to 
feed the market. 

“The brewery is now more effi¬ 
cient and one of the most modern 
sites Carlsberg has. 

“It shows our commitment to 
the UK and to Northampton. This 
is our home.” 

During 2012, the next phase of 
the programme will see additional 
storage vessels installed, increas¬ 
ing capacity at the brewery to sev¬ 
en million hectolitres, equivalent 
to 1.3 billion pints a year. 

At the end of last month, it was 
reported that the company had 
increased its turnover from an 
annual figure of £946.5 million in 
2009 to £978.8 million by the end of 
December 2010. 

The firm’s financial figures also 
showed Carlsberg UK made a pre¬ 
tax profit last year of £21.4 mil¬ 
lion, a major recovery from the 
previous year’s figures when the 
company reported a loss of £10 
million. 


Almost all support 
supermarket's plan 


ALMOST 100 per cent of the peo¬ 
ple who filled in feedback forms 
during a two-day exhibition of 
plans for a new Waitrose store in 
Northampton said they were in 
support of the proposal. 

On October 6 and 7, almost 400 
people viewed the plans, which 
were displayed in a marquee in 
the car park of Northampton 
Garden Centre, in Newport Pag- 
nell Road, Wootton, next to where 
the proposed store will be built. 

Feedback forms were available 
for people to share their views, 
which 250 visitors chose to com¬ 
plete. Results show that 96 per 
cent of respondents indicated 


support for the plans in princi¬ 
ple. 

Of these, 72 per cent of these 
expressed full support and 24 
per cent highlighted support, but 
with some reservations. Four per 
cent of respondents objected to 
the plans. 

Nigel Keen, Waitrose director 
of development, said: “We are 
planning to make a major invest¬ 
ment in Wootton, so we have to 
make sure we get our proposal 
right. The consultation is a vital 
part of this process, so we’d like 
to thank everyone who visited 
the exhibition and provided feed¬ 
back.”

AN ENGINEER who was 
kidnapped and held hos¬ 
tage by Colonial Gaddafi's 
brutal regime has said see¬ 
ing the public fall of the 
Libyan dictator has given 
him a 'sense of closure' af¬ 
ter 25 years. 

Robin Plummer, now aged 60, 
was captured while working on 
a billion-pound infrastructure 
project in Libya in May 1984 and 
was held hostage, at times in soli¬ 
tary confinement, until February 
the following year. 

Throughout his nine-month 
confinement, Mr Plummer’s 
brother Barry, from Abington, 
in Northampton, helped lead the 
fight to free Robin, often through 
the pages of the Chronicle & 
Echo. 

Barry and Robin’s wife Pat 
helped to keep the story in the lo¬ 
cal and national news and even, 
at their most desperate times, 
considered hiring a private army 
in a bid to free him. 

The two brothers have said 
Gaddafi’s death this week has fi¬ 


nally given them closure. 

Speaking yesterday, Barry, aged 
62, said: “The feeling I get from 
Robin is that it has given him clo¬ 
sure after 25 years. It is interest¬ 
ing, because regardless of what 
we say the question of Robin’s 
incarceration, in truth, has never 
been far from the surface for the 
whole 25 years.” 

Robin, then 33, was a senior 
telecoms engineer who started 
working on a huge infrastructure 
project in Libya in 1983. 

A year later, trouble began 
when a group of Libyan activists 
were found with hand grenades 
at Manchester Airport and WPC 
Yvonne Fletcher was shot dead 
outside the country’s embassy. 

On leave in Britain in April 
1984, the Foreign Office advised 
Robin not to return to Libya if 
he could possibly avoid it, but 
despite the diplomatic stand-off 
he decided to return. On May 14, 
1984, Libyan security services 
came to his work place and took 
him. It was three days before he 
found out he was being held a 
hostage. 


Robin, of Royston, in Hertford¬ 
shire, said Gaddafi’s very public 
demise has had a delayed reac¬ 
tion on him. Speaking yesterday, 
he said: “I didn’t react when I 
heard the news. My reaction to¬ 
day is different. 

“I spoke to a good friend of 
mine, someone I have known for 
many, many years, and he ex¬ 
plored in very considerable detail 
with me what I really thought 
about this. There is now, without 
doubt, a sense of closure in my 
mind. I can honestly say that my 
blood pressure has dropped and 
there is a sense of closure.” 

Robin said he remains hopeful 
of one day returning to Libya, al¬ 
though he admits the “dust would 
have to settle” and he would have 
to think “long and hard” before 
doing so. 

He added: “I would actually 
like to go back to Tripoli and have 
a good look around the old story” 

Barry added: “It has never 
gone away and I don’t suppose it 
will ever go away but I feel sub¬ 
stantially relieved that Robin has 
got some closure out of it.” 


Advice to stop bike thefts

heavy duty chain and 
padlock. 

Security markings 
should be put on as 
many parts of the ve¬ 


hicle as possible, and 
bike keys should be 
left out of sight. 

Motorcyclists were 
also advised to cov¬ 
er their bikes and 
avoid leaving their 
helmet or other be¬ 
longings with the ve¬ 
hicle.

A RESCUE centre which 
rehomes nearly 200 dogs 
each year in Northamp¬ 
ton will close at the end 
of the year. 

The chief executive of the 
Jerry Green Dog Rescue char¬ 
ity said its site in Brixworth 
will be shut to save costs, de¬ 
spite its ‘excellent’ record of 
finding homes for abandoned 
and unwanted dogs. 

The centre has already 
closed its kennels to the public 
and rehomed all of the animals 
living there. 

Managers Tracey and Phil 
Cook said the centre was open 
only to fulfil existing kennel 
bookings until the final clo¬ 
sure on December 31. 

Campaigners fighting the 
closure had hoped to find the 
£300,000 needed to buy the cen¬ 
tre and continue its work inde¬ 
pendently, but lead supporter, 
Lyn Engle, said the group was 
unable to raise the money 

She said: “We had more than 
3,000 people sign a petition to 
show their support. 

“I want to say thank you to 
all of them, and I hope they 
will now transfer their support 
to other centres in the area. 

“We feel that if something 
had been done sooner then we 


would have been able to save 
the centre. 

“It’s very distressing to 
hear of the decision because 
the home helps so many dogs 
every year. 

“What will happen to them 
now?” 

David Foulds, chief execu¬ 
tive of the Jerry Green Foun¬ 


dation Trust, based in Lincoln¬ 
shire, which has been running 
for 50 years, said: “We started 
a review at the beginning of 
the year and the outcome was 
to close two of the seven sites 
that we are running. 

“They are all in need of sig¬ 
nificant investment and the 
running of them was becom¬ 


ing more difficult with expens¬ 
es continuing to rise. 

“We took the decision to re- 
gionalise our efforts and close 
the two centres furthest away 

“It is in no way a reflection 
on the commitment or abil¬ 
ity of the staff who run an 
excellent centre. We thank and 
appreciate staff and volun¬ 


teers for their efforts over the 
years.” 

The site has been open since 
1998 with 30 rescue kennels, 
and relies on charitable dona¬ 
tions to survive. 

Last year it rehomed 176 
dogs, its busiest year since 
opening. It costs around 
£120,000 a year to run.

ANCIENT woodland 
across Northampton¬ 
shire is under threat 
of demolition due to a 
loophole in planning 
policy, the Woodland 
Trust has warned. 

The trust has been petition¬ 
ing against recently-amended 
national guidelines, which 
state that developments can 
go ahead if the need and ben¬ 
efit outweighs the loss. 

Everet McKie, a spokesman 
and volunteer for Northamp¬ 
tonshire Woodland Trust, 
fears Northamptonshire’s 
woodland sites are in danger 
because of weak planning 
guidelines. 

The trust has already point¬ 
ed to the Halse Copse ancient 
wood, near Brackley, as being 
under immediate threat from 
the high-speed rail (HS2) pro¬ 
posal, which it blames on the 
policy interpretation. 

Mr McKie said: “This loop¬ 
hole means that if, at some¬ 
time in the future, someone 
decides we need a new shop¬ 
ping centre, then a woodland 


could potentially be knocked 
down to make way for it. 

“It puts any woodland or 
nature reserve that is hun¬ 
dreds or thousands of years 
old under threat, especially 
around Northampton where 
we have a fast growing popu¬ 
lation as well as a central lo¬ 
cation, which brings demand 
for distribution centres. 

“This is a serious issue 
which could affect the future 
of woodlands. The policy 
needs strengthening. 

“Ancient woodlands are few 
and far between in the North¬ 
ampton area anyway, so we 
need to protect them.” 

He added that two wood¬ 
lands in Corby were under 
immediate threat of being 
built upon. 

Ancient woodland areas 
around Northampton include 
Lings Wood, Pitsford Quarry 
Community Woodland and 
Brixworth Country Park. 

A petition campaigning for 
the removal of the loophole 
came to a close this week.

VILLAGERS have wel¬ 
comed news that con¬ 
troversial plans for a 
wind farm in Lilbourne 
have been rejected. 

More than 50 protesters 
gathered outside the Daven- 
try District Council offices 
during a recent planning 
meeting, and cheers were 
heard from the waiting crowd 
when plans by developers 
Hemex to build six 125-metre 
turbines at Lilbourne Fields 
Farm and Lilbourne Lodge 
Farm were turned down. 

Chairman of Lilbourne 
Parish Council Tony Lamb 
said: “The first reaction is 


that we are very pleased the 
decision has come out in our 
favour. 

“There has been a lot of 
hard work put in by the 
Lilbourne Action Group 
Against the Wind Farm who 
have organised petitions and 
spearheaded the campaign.” 

Meanwhile in Long Buck- 
by, plans for two 71-metre 
wind turbines were given 
planning permission in the 
village. 

The turbines will be built at 
White Barn Farm in Station 
Road, and were approved by 
the committee despite com¬ 
plaints from the residents 
and the parish council.

Schools celebrate 
injection of cash 


HEADTEACHERS in the 
Daventry area have wel¬ 
comed the news that their 
schools are receiving more 
than a half a million pound 
cash injection. 

The Government has revealed 
that 28 of the schools out of 44 
in the Daventry district will re¬ 
ceive more money through the 
Pupil Premium scheme which is 
designed to help children from 
deprived backgrounds. It enables 
schools to get nearly £500 for eve¬ 
ry pupil who claims a free school 
meal. 

The biggest beneficiary is the 
Danetre and Southbrook Learn¬ 
ing Village which comprises of 
the estate’s infant and junior 
schools alongside the comprehen¬ 
sive. It has received more than 
£130,000 with £74,000 going to 
Danetre School, £31,000 going to 
the junior school and the infant 
school getting £26,000. 

Principal of the learning vil¬ 
lage David Howell said: “Any 
news of extra funds has to be 
welcomed in these straightened 
times when schools are getting 
less funds. 

“The money has enabled us to 
carry on putting extra support 
for pupils who need the help. 
This will include one on one tui- 


) 



tion, some extra classes held after 
school, on Saturdays and during 
the summer holidays and there 
will be more of these in the build 
up to exam time.” 

A total of £504,104 investment 
has been put into schools in the 
Daventry area with William 
Parker School awarded £71,000 
and The Grange School getting 
£43,000. 

Headteacher at The Grange 
School Gaynor Yates said: “I am 
thrilled to hear this and it will 


make a huge difference to pupils 
who need support the most.” 

The primary schools in Braun- 
ston, Nether Heyford and Wood¬ 
ford Halse also received funds 
from the scheme. 

Weedon Bee Primary School 
received the highest amount 
among the village schools, get¬ 
ting £19,032. 

Headteacher Antony Withey- 
man said: “As budgets start to go 
down, any increase in funds is 
good news. 

“It has made a massive differ¬ 
ence already We have hired an 
extra teaching assistant for Key 
Stage One pupils. 

“We have improved ICT facili¬ 
ties with more computers, laptops 
and iPads in the school. These 
are designed to help the children 
who may not have access to a 
computer at home and give them 
the skills they need at secondary 
school. 

“It is a fantastic boost for us 
and I hope it is funding we will 
continue to receive.” 

Schools in the county will get 
£6.5 million under the scheme 
with Northampton Academy re¬ 
ceiving the highest amount with 
more than £150,000.

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Family confident 
in fight for justice 


A FAMILY whose MP has 
been campaigning for 
a change in the law fol¬ 
lowing the death of their 
daughter after being hit 
by a cyclist is confident 
justice will be available 
for future victims. 

In 2008 cyclist Jason Howard 
was fined £2,200 after knock¬ 
ing down 17-year-old Rhiannon 
Bennett in Verney Close in 
Buckingham in 2007. The popu¬ 
lar teenager died a few days lat¬ 
er as a result of her injuries. 

At Howard’s 2008 trial Rhi- 
annon’s parents Michael and 
Diana were shocked that an 
antiquated law from 1861 was 
their only hope of a prison sen¬ 
tence. 

A letter sent to the Bennetts 
from the CPS said it would not 
have been possible to charge 
Howard with ‘furious and wan¬ 
ton driving’ as defined under 
1861 Offences against the Per¬ 
son Act due to wording of the 
law, which also gave a maxi¬ 
mum sentence of two years 
with hard labour. Instead he 
was found guilty of dangerous 
cycling and fined. 

In March South Northants 
MP Andrea Leadsom secured 
a ten minute rule bill to force 
a parliamentary debate on the 


legal anomaly Mrs Leadsom 
and the Bennett family were 
also able to talk to transport 
minister Mike Penning. 

In the last few weeks Mrs 
Leadsom has written to the 
minister seeking an update. 

She said although the ten 
minute rule bill may not get its 
second reading in parliament, 
it had raised the profile of the 
issue and would be a factor 
Mr Penning considered while 
drawing up a new road safety 
bill. 

Mrs Leadsom said: “He will 
in effect make it an up-to-date 
law. He didn’t say whether he 
would change the sentencing 
from the 1861 act, but the point 
is that in a case like this one, a 
cyclist walked away with a fine 
because the CPS decided to use 
the lesser charge.” 

Diana Bennett said: “If we 
get the law changed, if it hap¬ 
pened again we’ll know a care¬ 
less cyclist will get what they 
deserved. At 17 Rhiannon had 
her life in front of her. Her am¬ 
bition was to work with horses 
in Dubai, and that was all taken 
away from her. 

“The pain you carry is with 
you everyday, but getting jus¬ 
tice for people like us in the fu¬ 
ture might help us in some way Andrea Leadsom MP with Diana and 
to carry that burden.” Michael Bennett at Westminster

DESPITE tough times for 
racecourse owners a £1.25 
million investment could 
see Towcester become the 
premier greyhound racing 
track in the country. 

A planning application has 
been submitted to South North- 
ants Council for a 420metre oval, 
flood lit dog track in front of The 
Empress Stand. 

Lord Alexander Hesketh said 
with only 17 horse racing meets 
each year, the viability of the 
racecourse is increasingly threat¬ 
ened by competition from the in¬ 
ternet and betting on other sports 
like football. 

But with the existing infra¬ 
structure for horse racing, 
including stands, stables and 
cabling for high definition televi¬ 
sion coverage and satellite links 
ups, the greyhound track could 
be constructed for much less than 
one built from scratch. 

Lord Hesketh said: “In terms of 
our income it has halved to half 
a million and it may well halve 
again over the next few years. 

“This has been quite appar¬ 
ent for about the last five years 
and something had to be done to 
make sure the racecourse is prof¬ 
itable.” 

Lord Hesketh said the benefits 
of the dog track would spill into 


the surrounding area through job 
creation. 

He said with weekly dog meets 
it would become possible to em¬ 
ploy in-house caterers, and the 
track would also attract kennel 
owners to the area who would 
need to employ their own staff. 

The new track will utilise the 
latest technology in floodlight¬ 
ing and Lord Hesketh gave assur¬ 
ances there would be no affect on 
the surrounding area. The track 
will also be constructed with a 
slight banking for the welfare of 


dogs and the proposal have been 
given the thumbs up by dog own¬ 
ers’ groups. 

The planning application states 
the proposals will create 73 part 
time and eight full time jobs in 
addition to the existing 131 tem¬ 
porary and 10 full time roles. 

Since 1997 the racecourse has 
received more than £7.5 million 
investment and seen the construc¬ 
tion of The Grace Stand, stable 
block, a veterinary unit, security 
room, saddling boxes, pre-parade 
ring and the Empress Stand.

Monument is 'at 
risk of collapsing' 



AN obelisk in Northampton is at 
risk of collapsing if nothing is done 
to save it, it has been claimed. 

Simon Scott, author of The Follies of 
Boughton Park Revisited, is concerned the 
condition of the grade two listed sandstone 
monument will deteriorate rapidly as the 
iron bars holding the structure together 
have become exposed and are “seriously 
corroding”. 

He said: “This is a process that will ulti¬ 
mately damage the structural integrity of 
the obelisk. 

“It’s not at risk of imminent collapse, but 
there’s a lot of erosion in the joints. The 
most serious threat is at the lower level. 
Anyone looking at it will see lots of metal 
work exposed, which is what’s holding the 
whole thing together. The longer it’s left, 
the more expensive it will be to repair.” 

Standing at about 100ft high, off Obelisk 
Rise in Kingsthorpe, the obelisk was built 
in 1764 by Lord Stafford, of Boughton Man¬ 
or, in memory of the then Duke of Devon¬ 
shire. 

A spokesman for Northampton Borough 
Council said: “The maintenance of the ob¬ 
elisk is Northampton Borough Council’s 
responsibility. An officer has been out to 
check the obelisk and as a result we will 
look into conducting further inspections.”

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New fire control room for 
two counties could open 


TALKS looking at saving 
money on fire and rescue 
services could see a control 
room opened up in the Dav- 
entry area. 

Northamptonshire and Warwick¬ 
shire fire services have formed a 
‘strategic alliance’ and are looking 
at ways to share resources to save 
the two county councils cash. 

One of the options being looked 
at could see the two current control 


rooms in Leamington 
and Northampton - 
staffed by 38 employees 
around the clock - both 
close and replaced by a 
joint office half way be¬ 
tween the two. 

A spokesman for 
Northamptonshire 
County Council said: 

“The two authorities are looking 
at various options to work togeth¬ 
er on and control rooms are being 


considered.” 

A spokesman for 
Warwickshire Fire 
Brigade Union said 
Daventry looked the 
most likely place for a 
joint control room to 
be located. 

Jim Onions, assist¬ 
ant chief fire officer 
for Warwickshire, said it was too 
early to speculate how many, if any, 
jobs could be lost due to the pro¬ 


posed changes. 

He added: “We will be working 
with control room staff to ensure 
a solution which best meets the 
needs of the local community and 
our staff.” 

If the joint centre did not go 
ahead, a second option could be to 
digitally link the two existing con¬ 
trol rooms. 

A decision on the control rooms 
and other measures for the partner¬ 
ship is due to be made next year.

New sports centre 
gets back on track 


BUILDING work on a new 
sports centre, which was 
suspended when the con¬ 
struction company folded, 
is back on track after a de¬ 
lay of almost six months. 

The Duston Sports and Leisure 
Centre was due to be completed 
by Deejak Construction by the 
end of the year, but the compa¬ 
ny was forced to pull out when 
it went into administration in 
April. 

But architects at GSS Archi¬ 
tecture, who designed the £1.5 
million project, have announced 
that building work has resumed 
after appointing Northampton 
firm, Steele & Bray, to continue 
the job. 

The new centre is now expect¬ 
ed to rise from the ashes of the 
fire-hit former British Timken 
Sports and Social Club, off Cots- 
wold Avenue, in Duston, by the 


end of March 2012. 

The empty site was destroyed 
by fire in 2006, leaving only the 
steel framework and the concrete 
floor slab of a previous sports 
hall undamaged. 

Duston Parish Council has 
taken over ownership of the land 
and facility, which is being fund¬ 
ed by Section 106 money from 
developers Taylor Wimpey and 
Bellway Homes. 

Duston Parish councillor, 
Alan Earle, said: “We are all very 
pleased that we’ve managed to 
get the project re-started, and 
it’s good to see that it is now on 
schedule for completion at the 
end of March. We are all looking 
forward to these important new 
facilities.” 

It will offer facilities for a range 
of sports, including football and 
martial arts, as well as a meeting 
room and social areas. 

GSS associate Paul Vega said: 


“The two-storey building will 
have an external terrace and will 
incorporate changing rooms, 
meeting rooms, lounge and func¬ 
tion rooms, offices and toilets, 
with full facilities for the disa¬ 
bled. 

“It will provide a home for lo¬ 
cal Guides, Brownies and other 
clubs. 

“There will also be access to a 
variety of sports including foot¬ 
ball, archery, martial arts and 
outdoor bowls.” 

The building of a new social 
centre at Moulton College was 
also left half-finished by Deejak 
Construction, when it closed 
earlier this year. The college has 
since appointed Watson and Cox 
to take over the contract and 
building work has resumed. 

The facility, which was due to 
open in time for the start of the 
academic year, is expected to 
open in January. 


Bookies is 
set to open 

BOOKMAKERS Paddy Power have been 
given permission to open a new branch 
on Northampton’s Market Square, de¬ 
spite concerns from officials. 

The firm applied to Northampton 
Borough Council for permission to 
open in the former Galaxy of Gadgets 
shop at the entrance to the square in 
August. 

The chairman of the Town Centre 
Conservation Area Advisory Commit¬ 
tee, Kate Servant, said: “We strongly 
object to the proposal. This is a key 
gateway site to the historically signifi¬ 
cant Market Square and the committee 
was of the firm position that it should 
remain in retail use to encourage shop¬ 
pers into the market. 

“There are already a number of bet¬ 
ting shops on the Market Square and 
a further one would represent a con¬ 
centration of this use and discourage 
shoppers seeking a diverse retail of¬ 
fer.” 

Despite the concerns, officials from 
Northampton Borough Council’s plan¬ 
ning department said they had no 
choice but to approve the development 
as permission had already been grant¬ 
ed to end the unit’s use as a shop when 
plans to convert it into a restaurant 
were approved last year.

T WO words strike fear into the heart 
of drivers who value their spines on 
Britain's awful road surfaces: sports 
suspension. 

The two - potholes and stiff springs - add 
up to miles of misery as your car bounces 
and jars its way along roads that are patched 
(at best, but never properly sorted) or simply 
left to break up. 

Doesn't stop the likes of Audi selling shed 
loads of cars with stiff springs and stiffer- 
sidewalled sporty tyres, but that simply 
shows how style in the showroom triumphs 
over sense on the road. 

So well done Seat (the Spanish junior 
brand that sits in the same VW Group bas¬ 
ket of marques as Audi) for making even its 
sportily sprung Leon take British byways 
at a comfortable canter. 

That much became clear 

within a few yards on a recent 

drive of the latest 
Leon FR 




Formula Racing but really there to denote 
cars that look mostly rather racier than they 
are. 

No bad thing that, as it brings sensible 
insurance premiums for younger drivers 
while satisfying their need for something 
that makes a style statement in the office car 
park. 

Previously there were only two engines 
offered in a Leon with FR badging; a 170 
horsepower diesel or range-topping 211 
horsepower petrol. Now they're joined by an 
entry level petrol (tested here) and a lower 
powered (140 horsepower diesel). 

Seat expects the diesels to take the lion's 
share of sales but a morning in the new 
cheapest FR (by a useful £2,040) showed that 
anyone taking the entry level route need not 
feel short changed.

car companies are forced to 
quote; I recorded 34mpg in my test Leon in 
an enthusiastic tour of some East Midlands' 
roads. A little restraint would work wonders.

Chrysler Delta range 

GREEK LETTER DAY

The launch of the Delta sees Chrysler 
embark on a four-year plan to re-build its 
dealer network and revamp its range in 
the UK and it could hardly have chosen a 
more competitive sector in which to 
begin its journey. It doesn't intend for the 
Delta to sell in high volumes but to carve 
out a significant niche for itself with its 
distinctive styling, spacious and versatile 
interior, executive class baubles and range 
of strong, efficient engines. 

With a wheelbase 100mm longer than the 
Fiat Bravo's and a high roof line, the cabin 
is certainly very roomy and versatile. The 
60/40 split rear seat slides fore and aft on 
runners just like those at the front so rear 
passenger legroom can be played off 
against boot space. But even with it in its 


forward position Chrysler claims a class¬ 
leading 970mm of legroom. Passengers 
can even recline the backrests by up to 25 
degrees to get really comfy, an experience 
further enhanced, in the top-of-the-range 
Limited, by the seats' stitched soft leather 
coverings. 

It all helps to give the boldly styled cabin 
a sumptuous, up-market air that, for some, 
will make a refreshing change from the 
rather cool and austere German offerings 
but, for others, might seem just a little 
overwrought. But then, of course, this is a 
Fiat Group car wearing a Chrysler badge. 
The name maybe different but those 
who've been waiting such a long time for 
Lancia's return to the UK market should 
have something to celebrate as well.

Johnson tells Town 
fans: I'll get it right 


COBBLERS boss Gary John¬ 
son is confident he will be giv¬ 
en time to improve the team's 
situation after a fourth loss on 
the bounce on Tuesday night. 

Town were beaten 3-1 at Sixfields 
by a Hereford United side who leap¬ 
frogged Town in the npower League 
Two table as a result. 

Johnson’s side are now 19th in the 
division and just three points off the 
bottom two, a fact acknowledged by 
the home supporters, who booed the 
team off at full-time last night. 

Many of those fans are starting to 
ask serious questions of Johnson, 
who was only brought in as manager 
in March following the controversial 
sacking of Ian Sampson. 

But he feels he will be able to iron 
out the team’s inconsistencies and 
return them to winning ways sooner 


rather than later. “There is time to 
get it right, of course there is,” said 
Johnson. “We haven’t been able to 
pick the same team on too many oc¬ 
casions this season. 

“We are missing Adebayo Akin- 
fenwa and Arron Davies but the 
squad we’ve got here should be able 
to cope without those two players. 

“This is the same group of players 
who were winning games at Wimble¬ 
don and earlier in the season, it’s the 
same squad. 

“They are inconsistent and they 
do suffer from a lack of confidence 
at times and what we’ll have to 
do is move some of those players 
out and get some players in with 
more of a mental toughness about 
them.” 

As well as raising doubts about his 
squad’s psychological steel the man¬ 
ager also admitted to having doubts 


over the physical qualities of some 
of them. 

The emphasis - for example - in 
midfield is very much on technique 
rather than tenacity at the moment, 
and Johnson believes some of his 
players are not tough enough for 
the strains of league two football. 

“It’s a nice group of lads we’ve got 
here but maybe they’re a bit soft some¬ 
times,” said Johnson, whose team 
face a home game against Rotherham 
United on Saturday. “Sometimes when 
it comes to making a big tackle in a 
key area they don’t always do it. 

“We saw that last night, we didn’t 
make a challenge and it led directly 
to them (Hereford) scoring their third 
goal. 

“Players are at this level for a 
reason and we’re trying to improve 
them, we’re working hard with them 
to do that.”

Wilson: 
Stars 
give us 
an edge 

ROGER WILSON says there is an ‘ex¬ 
tra edge’ to training now the World 
Cup players are back. 

Saints had a torrid start to the 
league campaign, losing four of 
their first five games, but they have 
returned to form just as their World 
Cup players are back from New Zea¬ 
land. 

The bad start means Saints sit 
ninth and their next two games at 
home to Newcastle and at Wasps have 
become must-win games if they are 
to get back in the race for a top four 
place. 

But Wilson, who continued his re¬ 
turn from injury against Ospreys on 
Saturday, feels after three wins in a 
row and with a virtual full squad 
to choose from Saints are confident 
they can rise up the table. 

Wilson said; “It is good to get back 
to winning ways, with all the boys 
coming back from the World Cup and 
others coming back from injuries, it 
is going to get better for the squad, 
because it is more competitive. 

“There is that little extra edge in 
training now as people know they 
are competing for places, so it is cer¬ 
tainly going to be a lot fun from now 
on. 

“We have got a bigger squad and 
strength in depth. Although we did 
have a stuttering start to the season, 
which was not ideal, a lot of that 
can be down to new players coming 
in. 

“It can be down to new combina¬ 
tions. We had a few tough games, 
we didn’t lose by much, we weren’t 
far away, but when you new combi¬ 
nations and things don’t go to plan 
then confidence can suffer a little 
bit. 

“That really was the big issue. But 
we have talked about that in the past 
couple of weeks and addressed that.! 

Saints have the second best defence 
in the league behind champions Sa¬ 
racens, and despite losing four Pre¬ 
miership games they have conceded 
just eight tries. 

The Sonny Parker interception try 
against Ospreys is the only one they 
have conceded in four games. 

Wilson added: “If we can keep that 
going, we will not be far off in the 
competitions at the end of the sea¬ 
son. 

“A lot of the defensive issues in 
the opening few weeks were because 
people weren’t too ‘ofay’ with the 
new systems because of all the new 
player combinations. 

“The main thing that was killing 
us was our discipline. We have looked 
at that.” 
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
